Com .-in che County blacken tries 
idid on the market at Brownwood 
this week at fifty cents perorate In 
competition to verities raised In 
Brown County, bringing a much 
higher price than other berries, 
said an article in the Brown wood 
Bulletin. June 8, 1927. 
In comnm tison this year the 
same type of berries are being sold 
in the Coman'J o fields at $2 no 
per erate. On ,1\ ne 8. 11* 7 the 
Chief carried a picture of a black­ 
berry '¿ne from the M. P. Cain 
farm near Duster. This on«* vine 
which was of the Clark and Dil­ 
lard Variety, contained 207 berries 
and came from a 300 vine patch 
on Mr. Cain's farm which yielded 
that year 800 gallons of berries. 
The Clark and Dillard berry, 
which has made Comanche fam ­ 
ous. had its origin in New Mexico 
and was brought into this section 
by a Mr. Tackett of Dublin 
In 
1909 Less Dillard, who was then 
raising the Dallas berry, brought 
the fitjpt new species to Comanche 
County and improved the species, I
